Commission Votes Down 1é¢ Sales Tax 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in a special ‘‘adjourned meeting’’ on 
Monday, September 29, at the court- 
house in Elba, and as expected, the 
discussion centered around an upcom- 
ing court hearing with Circuit Judge 
Arthur Gamble, of Greenville. 


Judge Gamble was assigned to hear 
a suit filed by two Enterprise residents 
seeking a jail to be constructed in 
Enterprise, and though the court 
ordered the jail built some time ago, it is 
still only in the planning stage. The 
hearing next week will be a progress 
report of what steps have been taken to 
comply with the court order. 


The first item discussed at Mon- 
day’s meeting was a_ controversial 
contract with Dothan architect Joseph 
Donofro. The architect was awarded a

contract on October 4, 1976, to design a 
jail to be built in Coffee County, (at that 
time a site in Elba had been selected) 
and Donofro contends the contract is 
still valid, The Commission has 
repeatedly questioned the validity of the 
contract, and that action has prompted 
Donofro to acquire legal counsel. The 
dispute was discussed again Monday, 
and action was taken that will undoubt- 
edly put the Commission in yet another 
legal battle! 


“When the Commission signed the 
contract back in 1976, it was not their 
intention to state if a jail was built 100 
years later, Donofro would still be the 
architect,” said County Attorney 
Warren Rowe. ‘'There is a possibility 
the Commission may wind up in a 
lawsuit, no matter what you do.

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Car Tags Now 


On Sale In 


County 


Tag decals for 1981 went on sale 
Wednesday, October 1, at the Coffee 
-County Probate Offices in Elba and 
Enterprise, and will continue on sale 
until November 15. After the November 
15 deadline, fines of up to $25 will be 
charged to late-decal buyers. ¢ 

For a few county residents, the 
decals purchased now will only be good 
until January, when a new staggered 
tag purchasing system begins in the 
county. Beginning in January, each 
vehicle owner will purchase his tag or 
decal in a month determined by the first 
initial of his last name, which will 
spread tag-buying over the entire year, 
and put an end to the long lines common 
in the current system. 


Chief Probate Clerk Nell Harvison 
reports that persons who purchase 
decals this year will get a temporary 
1981 decal and a sticker which will 
remind them when to return to the 
courthouse next year to purchase 
another annual sticker. They will also 
pay a full year’s tax on vehicles, but 
only a pro rata share of the cost of the 
tag. 


Under the new system, the tag 
purchasing schedule will be as follows: 

Persons with names beginning in A 
& D will return to buy new tags in 
January; B in February; C & E in 
March; F, G & N in April; H & O in 
May; M & lin June; P & L in July; 
J, K & R in August; Q, S & T in 
September; and U, V, W, X, Y & Z in 
October.

The motion passed on a vote of 4-2, 
with the opposing votes cast by 
Commissioners Rex Boutwell and 
Gilmer Grant. Voting in favor of the 
motion were Smith, Beckham, Jack 
Hornsby and Max J. Reeves. 


**We now have no architect," said 
Rowe, ‘‘and we need one."’ The 
Commission voted unanimously to send 
out bids to hire a new architect for a jail 
to be built in Enterprise, but avoided 
setting a date the invitations to bid 
would be mailed, and also when they 
would be opened. 


‘Now we need to tell Judge Gamble 
how we plan to finance the building of 
this new jailhouse,’’ said Rowe. 


Commissioner Jack Hornsby stated, 
“I don’t see any alternative,’’ and 
Judge Sawyer told the Commission, 
“Our new budget is already in the hole - 
we don't have enough money to build a 
jail.”’ 


“I have done extensive research on 
the options available to the Commis- 
sion,’’ said Attorney Rowe, ‘tand we 
have four ways to finance the construc- 
tion. One - we can pay it out of the 
General Fund; two - there are 
provisions in the State Code to pass a 
sales tax; there is a difference of opinion 
on the legality of imposing such a tax. 
Bill Baxley stated it could be done, 
while Attorney General Charles 
Graddick says ‘No’! I disagree with 
Graddick. Option number three is an 
Ad Valorem tax, but its legality is 
questionable. Finally, number four is to 
form a bulding commission, have 
someone build a jail and lease it to 
you.’” 


“I think a sales tax is the best 
method, because you could pay for the 
jail in only five years and then take the 
tax off,’’ added Rowe. ‘‘A 1-cent sales 
tax would bring in $1 million a year. 
Some say a sales tax is a most unfair 
tax, but it is spread among everybody. 
There is a clause to exempt some ma 
purchases such as trucks and farm 
equipment, and I think it would be at 
least 18 months to 2 years before a 
penny is collected.’’ 


Commissioner Jack Hornsby then 
made a motion to pass a Tax Ordinance 
of 1 cent, and it was seconded by 
Commissioner Reeves. However, when 
the yote was taken, the motion was 
defeated 4-2, as Commissioners Smith, 
Grant, Boutwell and Beckham all voted 
**nol’”’ 


“At one time I stated I would go 
along with the sales tax,’’ stated 
Beckham, ‘‘but this is premature, Let 
the new Commission make up its own 
mind,” 


“I think these people in Colorado 
(NIC) are part of the reason we're in 
trouble,’’ declared Smith, ‘‘and 1 think 
we should do the looking around 
ourselves and leave them out of it,’’ 


Beckham echoed his feelings and 
stated ‘I think we should keep the 
Federal folks out of planning the new 
jail.” 


Before leaving, Rowe said in a 
rather subdued tone, ‘‘I’|I tell the Judge 
we have agreed to let bids on an 
architect, and that we have chosen a 
site.’ 


Sheriff Brice Paul addressed the 
Commission and asked it to reconsider 
picking up the salary of 
investigator Dennis Hobbs. Hobbs was 
being paid under a $14,000 Federal 
grant, but it ended on Friday, Septem- 
ber 26, and as Sheriff Paul put it, ‘‘He 
got his walking papers,’’ 


Paul stated that in the last 8 months 
Hobbs was responsible for the confisca- 
tion of over $250,000 in drugs and 
nearly $70,000 in stolen goods, 


“I hate to see this valuable program 
stopped,’’ stated Paul, ‘‘because his 
expert investigative work has led to 
these findings.”’ : 


Sheriff Paul reported his department 
would put up $5000 to help pay the 
salary, and said the money would come 
from the sale of contraband and the 
auctioning of cars. The Commission 
approved the continuance of Hobbs’ 
employment until February 1. 


In other action the Commission: 


***sent out bids on pipe and bridge 
material, and 
***approved the budget. 
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U.S. Senator Donald Stewart lost his bid for the Democratic 
nomination by less than 6 thousand votes. Considering the 
vote was statewide, that is a ‘‘squeaker."’ If he could have 
changed only 3,000 in the entire state, the results would be 
different. We rarely shout with glee when any politician bites 
the dust, and don’t here either, but neither do we feel much 
sympathy for Stewart. In spite of all the stories of his vast war 
chest, we saw him spend very little advertising. Early on, 
there was a few TV commercials, but we didn’t see many of 
those and only one newspaper ad that was placed by some 
friends in Dothan, and it was only in a Dothan paper. We 
know of no radio money he spent. We wonder where this 
half-million dollars of donations went, and we wonder if the 
outcome would have been different if Stewart had taken time 
to visit places such as Elba. He hasn't been here since the 
last election, and he obviously wasn’t strong enough 
entrenched to ignore everybody but the big cities. Now he 
worked hard in Washington, but that is awful hard to convert 
into votes with people he never sees personally. 


We called a businessman a couple weeks ago and was told he 
was in Atlanta learning to sell to farmers who didn’t want to 
buy and who had crop failures and no money to spend. Our 
reaction was that, instead of going to Atlanta to hear such 
talks, he ‘should have been going to get that teacher and 
bringing him to Elba..... a bunch of us could benefit from 
that knowledge. 


We are finally getting some rain in Coffee County, but it is a 
little late for most of the farmers. If it had come around six or 
eight weeks ago, I expect we ‘could get a whole bunch of 
peanut farmers who would pay a price equal to half a paanut 
crop... . even at that they would come out better than they 
are with the dry weather they had during crop-making time. 


Football teams don’t like the rain, ‘cause it messes up their 
practice and school officials don’t like it on game day, ‘cause 
it messes up their gate receipts. Ye ole editor doesn’t like it 
on the day he is trying to sell advertising because ad buyers 
are convinced that if it is raining when they buy an ad, it will 
still be raining the days the ads would be expected to work for 
them. 


The new city administration will take office next Monday. A 
smooth transition is expected because for several weeks the 
present city officials have worked closely with the newcomers 
to insure this smooth transfer of duties and responsibilities. 

We commend both groups for this interest in the people of 
Elba. Some changes always come with a new administration, 
and this time is no exception. We are aware of some of these 
planned changes, as are many of the other people of Elba. We 
also are aware that the ideas behind these changes are to 
niake Elba a better and more prosperous place to live - we all 
must approve of this. At this poir: we can only hope the 
efforts are successful. 


The vote by the county commissioners Monday concerning 
the sales tax came as a surprise to ye ole editor. . . . we didn’t 
expect the matter to come up this soon. We are also amazed 
at statements of a new jail in Enterprise costing $5 million. . . 
without any plans or even an idea of what is needed! We 
must commend outgoing Commissioner Bennie Beckham, 
who voted against the tax, saying that if it was time to build, 
he would vote yes, but at this time no one has any idea of 
when or how much tax would be needed. First, we don’t think 
a ‘‘lame-duck’’ commission should do anything as strong as 
this. . . it should be left to the new commission to make these 
decisions; second, as we pointed out above and Beckham 
said, how much is needed? third, we don’t like taxes .. .

Smith Explains Fuel- 
Help Program Plans 


Ron Smith, Director of 
the Coffee County Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Secur- 
ity, said this week that some 
people are confused over the 
agency’s role in providing 
energy assistance to low- 
income people. 

“We don't have any 
program at all for providing 
help with paying fuel bills 
right now, whether those 
bills are connected with 
either heating or cooling 
costs," Smith Said. ‘‘We 
will administer an emergen- 
cy assistance program this 
winter, but it will help only 
with heating costs for those 
found eligible, and plans for 
the program have not been 
fully settled.’ 

Applications for the win- 
ter fuel assistance program, 
Smith added, will not begin 
to be taken until December 
iS, 1980. As plans now 
stand, the application period 
will extend through January 
31, 1981. 

Smith said the Depart- 
ment of Pensions and Sec- 
urity’s energy assistance 
program will be administer- 
ed in accordance with the 
federal Home Energy Assist- 
ance Act of 1980. Before the 
program can be implement- 
ed, however, plans have to 
be approved by the federal 
government. The deadline 
for submitting those plans 
was September 15, 1980. 

“Our state office in 
Montgomery has drafted 
those plans. We have a copy 
in our office for anyone to 
study if they'd like to come in 
and review it,’’ Smith said. 
“We're also providing free 
copies of the plan summary 
to anyone who wants them, 
but we are NOT actually 
operating the program yet, 
and we are NOT taking 
applications. All we can do 
right now is let people know 
how we intend to operate the 
program once it gets start- 

ed.’ 


The federal government, 
he said, has not yet indicated 
to the individual states how 
much they will have to spend 
for the program this winter. 
Until each state's allocation 
is known, definite plans for 
the program cannot be made. 

General plans for the 
energy assistance program, 
as they now stand, include 
the following: 

---Eligible households will 
include those with liquid 
resources (stocks, bonds, 
money in the bank, etc.) of 
under $5,000 and gross 
monthly incomes up to $666, 
depending on the number in 
the household. Specifically, 
a one-person household can 
have up to. $333 gross 
monthly income, a two-per- 


son household up to $500, 
and a household of three or 
more people up to $666. 
---Applications will be taken 
by individual county offices 
of the Department of Pen- 
sions and Security from 
December 15, 1980, through 
January 31, 1981. No 
payment will be made to 
anyone until after the end of 
the application period. 

---No one will automatically 
qualify for energy assistance. 
Anyone who thinks his 
household might be eligible 
must apply in person and 
have all income of the 
household verified. 
---Assistance will consist of a 
one-time direct payment to 
the eligible household, or, in 
the case of eligible tenants 
whose heating costs are paid 
by public housing projects, to 
the building operators. 
---Families living together in 
the same dwelling unit will 
generally be counted as a 
single household and will be 
eligible for only a single 
energy payment, 

“These are preliminary 
plans that could possibly be 
changed before the program 
actually begins this coming 
winter,’’ Smith said. ‘‘We 
want people to know as much 
as possible about the energy 
assistance program, but 
right now, it’s important for 
people to understand that 
assistance is not yet available 
and that applicaltions will not 
be taken for a few more 
months,"’
